MR. CHURCHILL'S POINT 


It is, accordingly, easy to see the point 
of Mr. Churchill’s statement: “ This result, 
while it affects decisively the balance of naval 
power in the Mediterranean also carries with 
it reactions upon the naval situation in other 
quarters of the globe.” In particular, it will 
now be possible to release all the British 
hattle cruisers for service in the Atlantic. 
The Mediterranean can be left in charge 
of the slower classes of capital’ships for a 
considerable time to come. It is possible 
that the Tarante action may prove a lineal 
descendent of other’decisive naval fights in 
the Eastern Mediterranean—Salamis, Actium,

BIG BRITISH RAIDS

tage for the long-distance raider. Thus, it 
was possible to reach Danzig in one of the 
recent raids. -A notable feature of, these 
British raids is the quite minor figure of 
losses, whether in men or machines. Flying 
high in the approach and only coming down 
low when it is necessary, they do not present 
a very easy target, either for searchlight or 
A.-A. gunnery. It can be expected that the 
broad, general effectiveness of these counter- 
raids’ will continue, but, like the German 
raids on Britain, they cannot give a decision. 
- Whether the Innsbruck staff talks of the 
Axis will aim at a decision by some other 
line we Cannot say as yet. No doubt, these— 
together with the Molotoff and Sufier 
démarches—meant something. It is too early 
for winter sports, at all events.

STRICTER DISCIPLINE 


This term has seen a remarkable effort to 
enforce stricter discipline in college, and to 
ut into practice many rules, which, though 
ong on the statute book, had lapsed some- 
what in recent years. Opinion generally 
seems to be in favour of these innovations, 
and the Registrar, Professor J. J. Nolan, is 
assured of the support of the “ body politic.’’ 
There was, undoubtedly, a tendency towards 
freedom in its most extreme form, and the 
average student, particularly in his first year, 
experienced . considerable difficulty in dis- 
tinguishing between the rules that were 
expected to be kept and those which usage 
had rendered void, and merely edifying 
ornaments to the list of college regula- 
tions. What exactly the effect of this 
mild change will be is hard to foresee, 
but it is likely to result in strengthening the 
extremely loose ties which at present bind 
the students together into some form of body 
or community. Up to this the presence in 
College of very considerable liberty permitted 
each student to develop his standards accord- 
ing to his own lights, and the many very 
varied types that. resulted found that they 
had little or nothing in common with one 
another. The failure of the University - to 
weld its students into a hody united by some 
common interests may well be remedied by 
the more rigid application of the general 
rules, and, if such is the result. the students 
of this year and future years will be under 
a very heavy debt of gratitude to Professor 
Nolan. Among the new measures is one 
which provides for the sending of notes of 
remonstrance to those who do not regularly 
attend their lectures, and one which definitely 
precludes the possibility of taking books out 
of the libraries without a considerable deposit. 
The regulations with regard to the early 
ending of society mectings are also very 
stringently applied. All this was expected, 
and has been fairly well received so far. 
What the future will bring is a matter upcn 
which there is cultdderghlo speculation, but 
protests on some points ure to be expected.

Hitherto Russia has recognised the 
diplomatic status of the Slovak Republic, but 
not the German domination. In Madrid, 
where news of Suner’s invitation to Berlin 
was confirmed only on Saturday, it was re- 
ported that Ciano, Italian Foreign Minister, 
might be there at the same time. No indica- 
tion was given in Madrid of the purpose of 
Suner’s visit, though Berlin informed circles 
declared that he had been “invited to the 
German capital for further talks with high 
officials.”’ 

It was added that he was expected in 
Germany next week, but the exact time and 
place of his arrival were not divulged. He 
was thought likely to stay in Paris for a day 
or two before continuing his journey to 
Berlin. The most probable reason for Suner’s 
visit, it was expected, would be to reassure 
General Franco after Molotoff’s trip.

TURKEY’S POLICY 
ISTANBUL, Sunday. 


Turkey seems to have adopted the stiffest 
policy of isolation in the spread of the war 
to the Eastern Mediterranean, although it 
was announced to-day that she is granting 
commercial credits to Greece. The Turkish 
Ambassador to Berlin, who arrived at Instan- 
bul yesterday on his way to Ankara, was 
quoted in a Turkish newspaper as saying 
that he returned ‘‘ upon the invitation of my 
Government.”

Immediately on his arrival 
he reported on his conversations in Paris with 
the German authorities and on his meeting 
with Senior Sufier, who has gone to Berlin. 
The next meeting of the French Govern- 
ment may take place in Paris, according to 
a message from Vichy. M. _ Peyrouton, 
Minister of the Interior, stated during a 
visit to the capital that conversations that 
have taken place between the authorities of 
the occupied territories and M. Laval on 
behalf of the Government will make this 
possible, says the Havas Agency. Marshal 
Pétain’s thoughts, he said, were constantly 
with the people in the occupied zone, and 
especially with those in Paris. :

“ General de Gaulle visited Libreville on 
Friday and took immediate steps to ensure 
the food supplies of the capital. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the ‘French Free Forces’ 
received the civil. and military authorities at 
the Governor’s residence and afterwards in- 
spected the troops. 

“During his visit, General de Gaulle was 
glad to see for himself that no inhabitants 
of Libreville or of its neighbouring districts 
had been killed or wounded in the course of 
the police operations which resulted in the 
rallying of Gabon’ to the ‘French Free 
Empire.’ according to the wishes of the 
population. 

“General de Gaulle also visited the wounded 
soldiers of the ‘ French Free Forces’ and of 
the units which were opposed to him. The 
wounded are fortunately few. A large pro- 
portion of the troops which opposed the 
advance of the ‘French Free Forces’ have now 
asked to join the ranks.’’

The Dublin Branch has taken responsibility 
for the staffing of first-aid ts in the 
county, the provision of ambulance services 
as required in the county, the staffing of 
sick bays in the city, air raid shetters, and 
the provision of the necessary personnel for 
operating an emergency ambulance service 1n 
the city. For these services, 2,000 female 
trained first-aid and home-nursing workers, 
2,000 male trained first-aid workers, and 500 
competent motor drivers are required. In a 
short time new premises secured by the 
Society in Dublin will enable an expansion, 
both of membership and training courses. 

In the course of an address at the mobilisa- 
tion, the Chairman of the Central Council of 
Society, Mr. Justice Conor Maguire, 
commenting on the remarkable growth of the 
organisation, said that there now were 25,000 
members in this country. On behalf of the 
Central Council. he extended a tribute to the 
workers who had dealt with the refugee 
problem at the various landing ports. Appeal- 
ing for the organisation of members in the 
country districts, he emphasised the impor- 
tance of complete training for all the 
members; for, according to experience under 
war conditions in England, what counted 
most was competency to do the work, and 
efficient organisation. In the event of having 
to work under war conditions, the Red Cross 
would become a quasi-military service, and 


' they should be attuned to military discipline.

Mr. Frank Aiken, Minister for the Co- 
ordination of Defensive Measures, said that if 
this country were fortunate enough to escape 
the war, there still would be plenty of work 
for the Red Cross. In times of peace they 
wanted to see an organisation, organised on 
the lines of the Red Cross, available for the 
assistance of the public authorities in the 
education of the public with regard to health 
matters. He expressed the hope that the 
organisation of food canteens would continue 
rapidly, and finally he suggested that the 
Society should not lose sight of the Irish 
language. 

The view was expressed by Mr. Frank 
Fahy, Ceann Comhairle, that the Society had 


‘ provided opportunities for the reunion of 


many people who had been divided, and that 


when the crisis had passed the good results. 


of it would remain, for even then there would 
be much social work to be done. Speaking 
of the work for refugees, Mr. Fahy con- 
gratulated those who had given so much help, 
and he mentioned that this work already had 
cost about £400. 

The Lord Mayor, who presided, mid that 
one of the great difficulties of the Society 
was the suspicion in the minds of some that 
the Society was a camouflaged British institu- 
tion.

Mr. R. A. Henderson, Divisional County 
Director, said that the new Medical Adviso 
Committee would study, as far as they could, 
the problems arising in other countries under 
conditions of actual warfare, so that it would 
be possible for the workers in this country 
to foresee difficulties and provide against 
them. The new divisions would be organised 
on a regional basis, but two or three of them 
would be built as vocational units. Ten or 
eleven divisions were operating in Dublin at 
present, and forty additional divisions were 
needed to carry out their programme. A 
number of the new divisions would be Irish- 
speaking. 


SHORTAGE OF MEN 


Dr. Bouchier Hayes, Divisional Medical 
Director, stated that women were doing the 
work of men in stretcher-bearing and other 
duties, because of the gross shortage of men. 
Through a misconception, it was largely 
believed that Red Cross work was suited to 
women only; but, far from that, it was 
essential that men should be available to do 
much of the work. There was a large number 
of men in the city at the present time who 
had not joined any essential service, and he 
hoped they would follow the example given 
them by many of their friends in the Red 
Cross. 

In its first General Bulletin, the Society 
dealt with various aspects of its programme, 
and mentioned that m were being prepared 
for its peace-time programme, embracing 
duties relating to maternal care, child welfare, 
aid for juveniles and the aged, sanitation 
hygiene and dietetics, hospital visitation and 
life-saving.

The captain of the Phrygia said that the 
German ships were attacked but not hit, and 
that he preferred to set fire to and sink his 
craft rather than surrender. She went down 
at nine o'clock yesterday after a period of 
helpless drifting. --

ment available says that one four-funnel 
British cruiser was actually seen. It is sug- 
gested that the German ships, which were 
instructed to sail for Spanish ports, were 
seeking a rendezvous with German submarines 
or a surface raider that had unexpectedly 
found a British warship lurking in the 
vicinity. .
